2. ^aQTT-^BA80mi. ¥/f has a letter intended for this person, 
allegedly active in the Ukrainian community in the United Spates. The 
letter was written hy a German formerly in a Soviet camp in Siberia.

the Osman to write a letter to his father in the United States. We are 
tumble to looate such vperson in this country, and asked ABCASSOWAHT 2 
to attempt to do so. He are still holding the letter pending the 
possible receipt of information from ABCASSOWAHT 2.

3.. C -H ABCASSOWAHT 2 eta ted that fedir TUHtTlCH, ZP arnaber 
formerly in Mhomieh and who recently emigrated to Denver, Colorada, told him 
that the Americans have a former OUI/M courier in their possession in Germany,' 
which oourier ie a native of Kremenete and who vent on OUH/M missions from 
Munich to Kremendts in the years 1945-49* His superior wae Taros lav HATTAS, 
who is now in *ew Tork City. ABCASSOWAHT 2 stated that the oourior disappeared 
in 1949, but that there wae reason to believe that even before that date he 
wae doubled by the HIS. He based his reasoning in HATTAS* testimony, who 
sometime in the past told ABCASSOWAHT 2 he wae suspicious of this courier 
because he ( the courier) while on one mission dallied unexplainably in the 
Stanlelaviv area, when he should have gone direct to Kremenete, On one of 
hie return mission* the courier brought documents allegedly showing that 
fnu KUT8 , an underground member with MELNIK ties, wae murdered by ABCASSOWAHT 1 
adherents in the undergr und, prbbably by AECASSO.ABT 2 himself. This charge, 
ABCASSOWAHT 2 stated, was taken seriously by the MEUIKITJSB and contributed 
to ZU-OUN/M hostility. We have sent a cable to the field asking them to 
interrogate d L3 on this matter and also plan to havo ABCASSOWAHT 2 
attempt to get more data from HATTAS. 


4 . Taro Slav HATTAS. Subject stated that HATTAS wants to go to 
Europe in order to investigate the OUN/M courier reoently arr ived in Munich— 
I8KBA, who la now involved In the ABFOLEA operation and is being interrogated 
by UPSWING. HATTAS is also having trouble getting his oltisenship paper*— 
in that no action it being taken by the authorities to give him hie citizenship. 
Why, HATTAS does not know, although the authorities allegedly told HATTAS that 
he was a "mouse in a cat and mouse game," giving no further eludidatlon. Since

Xt appears 
that SJSHlfciltiA is an old man, bat that he may be a useful touree of knowledge 
ob poet-war Drohobych — it* town-plan, population, the Boryslaw a An oil 
fields, etc. SEW IN I HA allegedly stated that the MYD ordered all Ireeidents 
in his area to write to thoir relative* abroad* Bo also stated that 
recently the Soviets assigned a large sub of rubles for the building of 
a Homan Catholic Ohuroh in Drohobych. It sooa* that ho should bo oontaetod 
by 00, Bat State, or otonvaoono fm the 82 Division in order to see 
how knowledgeable he is in matter* of interest to the Division.
